“We had our headquarters at 
the Occident hotel,” Spittle re 
called today. “One morning Gunn 
and I were talking there and in 
came F. J. Smith, city editor of the 
Morning Astorian. 

“We were discussing this and 
that and Gunn made the remark: 
‘Why don’t we have a Regatta?’ 

“We talked the idea over. Smith 
suggested that the Astoria Foot- 
ball club take up the sponsorship 
of the event and promised to pub- 
jicize the plan in the Astoria.” 

That, according to Spittle, was 
now the Regatta got its start. 
Smith ran a long story in the next 
morning’s paper and the AFC got 
busy with the sponsorship. 

“Smith is generally given the 
credit for starting the Regatta,” 
Spittle said, “but actually Frank 
Gunn was the man who thought 
it up. There were just the three 
ot us present at that conversation 
and I remember it well.”

Plungers were the sloops and 
schooners used to carry fish from 
the stations to the canneries—the 
forerunners of the cannery 
launches of toaay. 

They were fast-sailing and 
handsome craft, Spittle recalled. 
Plungers came from Grays Har-— 
bor, Shoelwater bay—now Wil- 
lapa bay—Cathlamet and other 
upriver points to race against the 
Astoria plungers. 

Used Regular Mainsail 

Fish boats of those days were, 
of course, sailing craft—rigged 
with mainsail and studdingsaii. 

“William Tallant was one of our 
greatest sportsmen in the AFC,” 
Spittle recalled. He rigged a fish- 
boat with a mainsail twice as big 
as the regular size, and used a 
regular mainsail as a studdingsail. 
The centerboard couldn’t stand 
the strain of this extra sail, so he 
rigged a leeboard and put two 
men on it to hold it down. I re- 
member that one of the suckers 
who rode that leeboard was an in- 
dividual named Frank Spittle.” 

Spittle said he believes the first 
Regatta grandstand was on the 
old Flavel dock. Later the 
OWR&N railway dock was used— 
the same dock whose destruction 
by fire in 1941 created the hiatus 
in annual Regattas which is bemg 
ended by this year’s revival.
